By Ass (dated Brew) to The Sun 
BOSTON, Dec. 6—By the collision of 
two electric cars at a switch at the cor­ 
ner of W est Broadway and Dorchester 
ave..

were Injured, one of the cars was made 
unserviceable and the other considerably 
damaged. 
It is known that there were other pas­ 
sengers Injured, but they got aw ay bit- 
fore tho officials of tho Boston Elevated 
railway company or the police could get 
their names. 
it is the second serious accident of this 
kind that has occurred at this corner 
within a few' 
months and 
there have 
also been other minor accidents 
Yesterday s collision was the most se­ 
rious of any that ever occurred in the 
peninsula district and the escape of the 
passengers from more serious injury is 
considered remarkable. 
Both cars were 
proceeding at pretty good speed 
and 
bumped together with great 
force, 
so 
much so, in fact, that the entire side 
of one of the cars was wrecked and not 
a whole window remained 
Tho trouble was caused by an out­ 
ward-bound H arvard square-E ast 
C am ­ 
bridge car that 
In some unexplainable 
m anner missed the switch and instead 
of going ahead on Dorchester avenue, as 
it should, swerved into West Broadway 
Just 
as 
another 
H arvard 
square-E ast 
Cambridge 
car. 
inward-bound,

along on the other track 
When they came together there was a 
crash, sounds of crunching wood and the 
shrieks of women, 
who comprised the 
greater part of the passengers on tho 
outward-bound car. 
The inward-bound car struck the other 
directly on the corner on the left side, 
with such force as to throw all the pas­ 
sengers on that side across the car. a 
few of them crashing through the win­ 
dows. 
Employes of the street railway company 
who were iii the vicinity, 
immediately 
hastened to the scene, and Supt. Damon 
and Inspectors Dickie and Banks assist­ 
ed the passengers from the cars. Many 
of them went into the drug store of Ed­ 
ward Daly and were attended there, and 
then taken to their homes.

RINGS IN SCOTLAND 
THE CROWN PRINCESS MARIE OF ROUMANIA 
LEADING THE RED HUSSARS IN A CHARGE, 


At Leadhills village, In the m ountain 
district of Scotland, less than two hours 
ride from Glasgow, m ay be seen the 
curfew bell herewith illustrated. 
This 
bell is not only Interesting by reason of 
tradition, but because it is still in use. 
Clocks in the neighborhood are set by 


it, and when there is any question about 
the accuracy of a timepiece the good 
housewife is apt to declare with con­ 
viction th at the clock is right, for it has 
been “with the curfew on the minute 
every night for a m onth.” 
The people 
of Leadhills would naturally be expect­ 
ed to hang on to time worn customs, 
for they are almost as primitive as 
their ancestors of two centuries ago. 
Their sole occupation is mining lead 
for the benefit of the Karl of Hopetoun 
and the Duke of Buccleuch, lords of the 
manor. 


Not all the representatives of European royalty are tile milk and water 
individuals they are generally assumed to be. For instance, Marie, the crown 
princess of Koumania. is one of the most daring horsewomen of the world. 
On the plain of Cottrocheni. near Bucharest, recently there was held a series 
of m ilitary maneuvers and sham battles.

unpopular man_ in the United 
States. 
The episode which many person: at 
the time thought had given Cannon his 
permanent political quietus occurred 
on Aug. 27, 1890. 
That was a stormy 
day in the house of representatives 
probably the stormiest In Its histor\ 
for there were several incipient fights 
between members. 
The great mace of 
■tate had to be brought out. and for 
months the press of Europe was poking 
fun at us because of these unseemly 
happenings in the halls of our national 
lawm aking body. Representatives Wil­ 
son of Washington and Beckwith of 
New Jersey almost came to blows after 
calling each other liars and many other 
bad names; Mr. Cannon and his col­ 
league. William Mason, afterw ard Unit­ 
ed States senator, called each other 
liars, tram ps and loafers, and Repre­ 
sentative McAdoo of New Jersey, later 
assistant secretary of the navy, used

DEFECTS OF THE CURRENCY. 
Nothing could be more conclusive on the question of the Inefficiency of 
th e gold standard than the report of Secretary Shaw of the United States 
treasury. 
Mr. Shaw for the past few years has been playing the role of 
a juggler with the national 
finances owing to the various 
defects in our 
present currency. 
He adm its that the hanking system is imperfect. 
One of the great evils 
which Secretary Shaw has been battling against is a contraction of the cur­ 
rency. 
By temporary expedients he increased the circulation by $26,000,000 on one 
pccaaiou but this brought no perm anent relief. 
Again at certain months of the year the rate of interest fell alarmingly 
low, inviting dangerous speculation. 
A% a remedy Secretary Shaw recommends the perpetuation of the n a ­ 
tio n a l debt and the issue of additional bonds lf required or otherwise the es­ 
tablishm ent of some other system of currency and hanking. 
The present system of m anaging the finances 
of 
the nation, Mr. Shaw 
frankly admits# involves a grave peril to business, although the government 
is am ply protected so long as legal tender silver remains irredeemable nnd 
unexchangeable for gold. 
Evidently the government is experiencing some of 
the defects of the gold standard and the manipulation of large transactions 
by the money kings. 
Under such a precarious condition of 
the 
finances 
there la no telling when a panic may be brought about. 
The money kings 
can precipitate a panic any time It may suit their purposes and yet the citi­ 
zens have no power to protect limns- Ives,

Even the local brewery which some 
rn,iv think would be affected would not 
suffer in the slightest by a 
no-license 
vote. 
According to a statem ent of one 
of their most prominent official* the 
busine** of the local brewery Is largely 
outside of Lowell. 
The quantity sold 
in I alw el I j* but a small fraction of the 
product of the brewery. 
If the 
half 
million dollars which I* expended for 
liquor were used In building up new 
industries in oui* city, we would not 
be In the condition we are today when 
every slight disturbance in the textile 
market threaten* the < ity with Indus­ 
trial depression.

and Springfield,

no-lleonse year, and give the police 
their principal trouble; 
but 
the m*- 
jority of the men engaged In the b u si­ 
ness have enough redeem ing qualities 
to place them in respectable positions 
In tlie* industrial world if they were 
once started In it.

license *ay that they have friends in
